The defendante 
made an apology, and consented to judgment 
being entered for the plaintiff for forty shillings 
and costs.

The guard of the Weymouth excarsion 
states that he put a passenger in a compartment 
by himself at Waterloo. On the arrival of the 
train at Basingstoke he was informed that the 
door was open on the off eide and the passenger 
gone, a rug and a cap being left in the compart- 
ment. The deceased had travelled trom Ware 
bam by the excursion train.
